To this position Germany owed her 
great superiority in munitions produc- 
' tion in the earlier stages of the war. 
All that has been changed. Britain is 
now able to produce all the high speed 
steel she needs and to exjxirt at a lvn- 
j stumble price to her allies. 
Controlled Australian Zinc. 
Australia has practically unlimited 
supplies of zinc ore, but Germany ob­ 
tained control of them, and TI per cent 
of British pre-war supplies came from 
Germany, Belgium anti Holland, Ger­ 
many being Britain’s largest supplier. 
But now Australia’s output lias been 
diverted, permanently, he hoped, to 
Great Britain. 
Great Britain used to depend entire­ 
ly on Germany for potash, essential

! inent o tu bercu losis sanatoria in the 
I state and affording facilities for the 
1 study, prevention and treatment of 
! tuberculosis. 
This bill, by the com- 
1 mittce on Pure food, health aud drugs 
as reported out, providing for six 
different institutions, but the house 
amended this to three establishments 
and reduced the appropriation one- 
half. An appropriation of $150,000 
is to be made available the first year 
and a like amount the second for es­ 
tablishing the sanatoria, and $50,- 
000 each year for maintenance and 
operation. 
A superintendent, to be 
a qualified physician, is provided for 
leach institution at a salary of $2,- 
^400 a year. 
Under the proposed law, the sana­ 
toria shall be under the supervision 
i of the State Board of Health and the 
i Board of Affairs, the Health Board 
having supervision of the admission, 
treatment and discharge of the pa­ 
tients. On a motion or Representative 
J. IL Harper of Le Flore county, the: 
House located one of the three sana­ 
toria at Talihina, in LeFlore county. 
Locations for the other two were left 
undetermined. 
The bill provided that the State 
Commissioner of Health should di­ 
vide the slate into districts as near­ 
ly equal as possible in population and 
locate the sanatoria. Members were 
all agreed that legislation looking to 
caring for tuberculosis patients and 
an effort of state wide scope for the 
prevention of the spread of the dis­ 
ease was necessary. 
The only ques­ 
tion was how far the state was able 
to go at the 
start. 
Representative 
Nesbitt, once a practicing physician, 
believed that one sanatorium should 
be f o * those iu the incipient stage, an­ 
other for those with the disease in a 
more progressed condition, and an­ 
other for those without hope of re­ 
covery. Upon this theory the House 
reduced the number to three, believ­ 
ing that foi a beginning it would be 
much better. That more 
will later be establish**!! it was con­ 
ceded. 
B y indefinitely postponing the bill 
by Major of the House and Smith of 
the Senate creating a school of mines 
at Mitnal. the House indicated its dis­ 
position to call a halt on establish- j 
ing additional 
educational tnatitu-j 
lions. 
The House bad just recently 
made an appropriation that will re- t 
establish the school of mines at Wit- i 
burton, which was clos* ti two years * 
ago when the governor vetoed its ap- j 
propitiation. 
The Miami project call­ 
ed for an appropriation of $125,000 
more. Representative Tic* r of Shaw­ 
nee started the oposition to the Mi­ 
ami school, declaring that another 
institution should not be established. 
Nesbitt indorsed th** institution. Eld­ 
er was also for it. but Glasser of 
Enid took the position that it was 
not good business to create another 
school similar to one already pro­ 
posed to he provided for. It was not 
a good thing, he said to “scatter the 
institutions all over the state.”
